Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The key point discussed relates to the limitation of having a catalytic 
layer in the pores of the substrate being absent from the prior art of record. Upon discussion, claim language can be 
modified to emphasize the presence of a first and a second catalytic layer within the pores in addition to being present 
on the substrate surface, wherein the catalyst layers have a specific thickness. Claim language may also emphasize 
that the second catalytic layer partially covers the first catalytic layer throughout the substrate including areas within the 
pores. Any amendments made to the claims are of course subject to further review and consideration..
